P. A. Miller and Jam es MeCormic 
entered p leas of guilty to the charge 
of having the illegal p ossession of 
intox icating liquor before May or Re­ 
boot today and both were fined fifty 
dollars and costs and sentenced to 
thirty day s in jail. The jail sentence 
in both cases was susp ended on the 
p romise that neither 
would again 
handle liquor contrary to the law. 


The fine and costs in the McCor­ 
mic case amounted to $7 5.10 while 
the fine and costs in the Miller case 
amounted to $7 1.20. 
Mr. Miller was 
arraigned this morning and McCor­ 
mic this afternoon. 
Large crowds 
were p resent at both hearings. 
The 
“dry ” workers of the city took an 
active p art in the p roceedings, and 
were rep resented by an attorney . 


May or Bebout before p romising to 
susp end 
the jail sentence obtained 
the p romise of both men that they 
would never again while the city was 
“dry ” engage in the illegal liquor 
business. 
The liquor secured at the 
McCormic home will be destroy ed. 
Both Miller and McCormic had en­ 
tered p leas of not guilty and these 
were not changed 
until both sides 
had comp leted their efforts to com­ 
p romise. 


Mr. Met 'ormie was not rep resent­ 
ed in court by an attorney unless 
Prosecutor 
Smith 
acted 
in this 
cap acity . 
Prosecutor Smith, while 
rep resenting the state, took an active 
p a rt in McCormie’s 
affairs. 
In a 
way the conviction of both men came 
as a surp rise as it was 
commonly 
thought that both men would take 
the cases to the circuit court. 


Mr. Miller changed his p lea of not 
guilty to guilty after a conference 
between 
Prosecutor Smith, 
A. L. 
Gary , rep resenting the churches of 
the city , Carl Minton of the anti­ 
saloon league of Indiana and John 
Joy ce, attorney for Miller. 


The agreement was reached where­ 
by if Mr. Miller [dead guilty to the 
charge of illegal p ossession of in­ 
tox icating liquors he was to receive 
a fine and jail sentence and then 
M ay or Bebout was to susp end the 
jail sentence. 


The agreement binds Miller to re ­ 
frain from handling liquor while the 
Grand hotel is under his m anage­ 
ment and he is held resp onsible for 
any illegal sale. 
Mr. Miller p aid 
his fine and costs 
amounting to 
$7 1.20. In the agreement between the 
state and the defendant, Mr. Miller 
was given the right to send the full 
barrel of whiskey , obtained in the 
raid back to the firm it came from. 
The other one-third barrel taken in 
the raid will he destroy ed. 


The agreement reached was s a t­ 
isfactory to 
all 
concerned. 
The 
barrel of whiskey will be sent back 
to the Jam es R. Ross comp any in 
Indianap olis under the direction of 
Chief Rosencranee. 
The barrel 
w a s 
never op ened and Miller alleged that 
it was seized illegally and th reat­ 
ened a civil suit. 
The agreement 
also stated that he would drop any 
action 
against the city 
p roviding 
the barrel was ship p ed back.

Prosecutor Smith, while

frain from handling liquor while the 
Grand hotel is under his manage- 
ment and he is held responsible for 
any illegal sale.

An odd feature is that Indianapolis 


is practically the only city in the 
state with an appreciable number of 
smallpox cases. A while back there 
were cases at New Harmony. Mi. 
Vernon and in Jackson county, hut 
these"have about disappeared. In- 
quiry at the office of the state board 
of health disclosed that the stale is 
in a fairly healthy condition with the 
exception of epidemics of diphtheria 
in Ft. Wayne, scarlet fever at Craw- 
fordsville and typhoid at Logansport. 


"It is all due to negligence and the 


time of the year," said a represent- 
ative of the city health .department. 
"Freezing weather would 
make it 


worse. 
Under the situation it seems 


that spring is about the only relief 
in sight. Department store employes 
have been vacinnated, and the child- 
ren are rapidly being cared for in 
tliis way. We advise everyone to be 
vaccinated." 


Most of the eases are among child- 


ren. Vaccination was said to be the 
only sure prevcntativc. 
This is the 


worst smallpox epidemic since 1908, 
when there, were moie cases than at 
present.

Department of Agriculture recom- 
mends that in place 
of a 
trip to 


Washington the young prize-winn- 
ers of the Corn. Canning and Poul- 
try, and oilier agricultural clubs be 
given a year's course in practical 
training at some agricultural college. 
In case the young champion's acad- 
emic training would not enable him 
to enter the agricultural college of 
his; state, a more elementary course 
in a school where agriculture is 
taught or a course in an agricultural 
high school, are recommended. 


The Department considers 
that 


more lasting value for prize-winners 
and for the agriculture of their sec- 
tions than Hying trips to the Capital. 
The state and local organizations 
which have been paying for these 
trips have been sincerely interested 
in developing a true appreciation of 
farming as a business among the boy 
and girl farmers. Some of these have 
already considered this question and 
have decided on 
the agricultural 


course as the more desirable prize. 


One of the first persons to raise 


the question as to whether the pract- 
ical training or the more spectacular 
trip was preferable, was Willie 1'. 
Brown, an Arkansas corn club prize 
winner. Given his choice of all the 
prizes offered by the State, includ- 
ing the 
trip to Washington, 
he 


selected a scholarship giving him a 
year's 
tuition 
in an agricultural 


school. This gave impetus to the idea 
in Arkansas and now the biggest 
annual prize offered the corn club 
boys is a scholarship given by the 
Bankers 
Association. 
The 
same 


association gives a similar scholar- 
ship to the girl champion of the can- 
ning, clubs. 


Other suggestion.-, regarding prix.es 


have been made from time to time by 
those who have been most interested 
in these clubs and understand I he 
needs of the boy and girl fanners. 
Some of these suggestions are offer- 
ed herewith for the consideration of 
others who might care to profit by 
them. 


While a year's course with all ex- 


penses paid is the suggestion ot! Ihc 
Department for the biggest prize for 
State winners, less extensive courses 
might be offered to county winners. 
It has been suggested 
that such 


counties as care to give prizes, give 
one or more short courses in the 
State agricultural and mechanical 
colleges 
to the 
fortunate 
county 


champions. These courses are usual- 
ly only two weeks long and are held 
m winter or in summer. The train- 
ing given is of the most practical 
sort, and the amount of time, spent 
is no guage of the amount of benetit 
to be obtained. These short courses 
have already been given as prizes by 
certain counties, and have proved 
most valuable to the young people. 


Large cash prizes arc not to be 


encouraged according to those who 
have worked with the young con- 
testants. Better suggestions are as 
follows: 


A pair of registered pigs, a pair 


of full blooded chickens, a tine colt, 


see more possible opportunities of 
success the following year. 


Some boards of trade and chamb- 


ers of commerce have also recogniz- 
ed the efforts of the clubs,- by giving 
banquets for the young people and 
entertaining 
them. with street 
car 


and 
automobile rides. 
On 
other 


occasions clubs have been honored 
by an invitation to march in parades, 
where they have attracted deserved 
attention. 


From Memphis, Tennessee, comes 


an interesting 
story which is a 


sample of what has been done in 
other states for young prize win- 
ners. In the three states (Arkansas, 
Tennessee and Mississippi), which 
are 
annually represented 
at 
the 


Memphis Tri-State Fair, it was de- 
cided to send certain boy prize win- 
ners to the fair as a reward for 
their excellence. 


A trip to a fair is more or less 


spectacular event as is the Washing- 
ton trip, but it gives the young farm- 
ers certain concrete agricultural ex- 
perience, which they do not receive 
from excursions to the 
sights of 


Washington. At the fair in question 
the young men were housed on the 
fair grounds in tents, two to four in 
each tent, all in charge of men em- 
ployed by the State or Goverment to 
look after their interests. 


The young men had a regular pro- 


gram which kept them busy most of

JOB IS HARDLY A "SOFT" ONE 


Besides Income Tax Law, They Have 


to Make Daily Report and Also 


Gather Many Statistics. 


One week from yesterday, March 


-, the various township assessors 
and their deputies will begin their 
annual task of listing all personal 
property for taxation. All property 
held on March 1, is assessable for 
the current year and on that account 
there is a brisk market just now for 
stocks and bonds. 
People who have 


a linle idle money invest it in non- 
taxables before the lirst of March 
and escape taxation on the amount. 


The assessors this year will have 


to deal with one new fealnre. It is 
the income tax law. That act pro- 
vides that all persons who come un- 
der its provisions 
must 
file 
their 


schedules with the internal revenue 
collector at Indianapolis by the first 
of .March. If this is not done a sev- 
ere penalty is provided. 


There are but t'ew changes in the 


personal property schedules. 
Wind 


mills have been taken off the sched- 
ule and fan mills have been put on. 
However, there are not enough own- 
ers of fan mills in this county, to 
create any great amount of excite- 
ment over this new rule. Horses un- 
der one year old will also lie assessed 
this year. 
They have not been in 


the past. 


The -slate board would have the 


assessors make out a daily report, 
of what they assessed and the total 
amount of money put on the books 
for tlie day after which the assessor 
is to tabulate the reports and send 
hem to Ihe hoard. 


Another extra job "wished" on the 


assessor is the work of obtaining 
statistics for the state burtau. 
A 


look will be furnished by the Indiana 
iiureau of statistics. 
When it is 


Hied the summary of the totals will 
•e transmitted to Ihe state slaiis- 
.ican and the assessor will keep the 
iriginal. Also, when the book is 1111- 
ed. Ihe assessor will have about all 
the facts about his township that it 
is possible for him to obtain. 


For each person assessed 
there 


are about fifty questions to be asked 
for the statistical report. 
This re- 


cord has nothing to do with Ihe reg- 


ar .job of the assessor in listing 


properly for taxation. 


Business in the county treasurer's 


office is also picking up. 
-Many per- 


sons are paying their spring install- 
ment of taxes 
before the 
lirst of 


March so they will have less money 
to give the assessor for taxation 
when he comes around.

He 
also stated that Bauch was not tak- 
en to Chihauhau a prisoner.

A change in the methods of filing 


bills for labor and material on the 
county roads .has gone into effect 
along with the new road law which 
places the 
superintendency 
of all 


county highways under one man who 
in turn names'assistants. Under the 
new statutes, the assistants each file 
a bill for all labor and material in 
their respective districts and they 
then pay the money to whom it is due 
and take their receipts for it. There 
will be 
twelve assistants in 
this 


county, only one of whom has been 
named. 


Heretofore the 
amount of each i 


laborer was filed with the county 
auditor and each amount was paid 
by warrant by the auditor after hav- 
ing been allowed by the commission- 
ers. 
The auditor has received the 


new special form 
blanks for the 


superintendent and his assistants for 
keeping inventories, accounts, time, 
and for filing claims. They will be 
in use immediately. The new forms 
make less work for the auditor, who 
used something over 1,500 warrants 
a year previously.
